WHITE SAYS TIME 
NOT RIPE FOR OLD 
AGE PENSION SYSTEM 


Ottawa, March 6.—That publio 
opinion in Canada is not yet ripe for 
the introduction of a system of old 
age pensions was the declaration 
made in the commons yesterday by 
Hon. W. T. White, minister of finance. 

The declaration followed a debate 
on & resolution introduced by George 
Kyte of Richmond, N.S., advocating 
the establishment of a federal old age 
pension system, Mr. White said that 
while his dispositon was to favor any 


old and indigent, he was not satisfied 
that the force of opinion back of the 
proposal was sufficient to warrant 
government action at the present time. 


Think Time at Hand. 

The motion of Mr, Kyte received the 
support of Mr, Burnham; Mr, Carroll, 
Cape Breton; Mr. MacDonald, Pictou, 
and Hon, Mr. Graham. They all quot- 
ed from the evidence given before the 
committee and were unanimous In ex- 
pressing the view that the time is at 
hand when federal aid to the aged 
should be entered upon by the federal 
government. Mr. Kyte said that if in 
Canada there are great wealth pro- 
ducing potentialities, there aro also 


{tn their old age find themselves in 
need, That it did not lend to Insolence 
or sloth was shown by conditions in 
countries having a sys.em— of pen- 
sions, He thought that in Canada it 
would affect a very great saving by 
reducing the call on municipalities and 
cities for maintenance houses of 
refuge. 
Do Duty to Country. 

If evexy man who had done his duty 
to the state and his family was as- 
sured of a competence in old age, his 
independence, health and general hap- 
piness would be contributed to, 

Mr. Burnham eaid that while the 
industrial side of the evidence was 
overwhelmingly in favor of old age 
pensions, the views expressed by rep- 
resentative farmers was equally as 
strong In favor of such a system. No 
people, he said, were less inclined to 
impose unnecessary burdens on the 
country than the farmers.  , r 

Mr. Carroll, Cape Breton, said that 
there exists a ripened and matured 
public dpinion from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific in regard to this question, 

Provinces Have to Pay. 

Mr. Carroll computed that = there 
were over 320,000 people in Canada 
who were sixty-five years old, At the 
present time the whole burden of 
looking after the poor was on the pro- 
vincial und municipal governments. 
The dominion administration should 
do its share. He said this was not a 
political question, as there were sup- 
porters and opponents of it on both 
sides. 

Mr. MacDonald, Pictou, who fol- 
lowed, said that Canada was very slow 
in dealing in questions of social re- 


form, This question was old age pen- 
sions. 
Wealthy Not Selfish. 
Won, Mr. Graham opened his dis- 


cussion of the subject by some com- 
ments upon the stewardship of wealth. 
It was a pleasure, he said, to see that 
the wealth of some people was in 
spite of our general tendency to self- 
ishness, being sent for the general 
benefit of people, The Ford profit- 
sharing scheme was a notable example 
of this, Mr, Graham pointed out the 
development of the organization of lo- 
cal charities. Originally each muni- 
| cipality had dolled out alms,' but more 
lately counties had organized for the 
purpose and the poor of these larger 
areas were better cared for than under 
the old system. In the same way, but 
on a larger scale, {t would not be con- 
fessing a great burden of poverty if 
th. dominion goverament were from 
year to year to lay aside a certain 
amount for caring for the aged poor, 
Not Discourage Thrift. 

Ue agreed with Mr, MacDonald that 
old age pensions would not tend to 
discourage thrift. It should be remem- 
bered, though, that the conditions In 
England and on the continent are es- 
rentially different from those in Can- 
ada. The minister did not belleve 
there was any large body of public 
opinion in the farming community in 
favor of the adoption of old age pen- 
sions. Such legislation as was pro- 
posed by the resolution must be pre- 
ceded by a keenly Interested public 
opinion. He would not deny that there 
were many people in Cunada In favor 
of old age pensions, but to the ma- 
jority of Canadians it was still an 
academic question.
